No. 1.—AN ACT FIXING THE TIME FOR HOLDING CHITTENDEN 
COUNTY GOURTS. 


It is hereby enacted by the General Assemby of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

The county courts for the county of Chittenden, shall be 
holden on the last Tuesday save one in March, and on the Tues- 
day next after the fourth Tuesday of September of each year, 
any law to the contrary notwithstanding.

No. 2—AN ACT TO ALTER THE TIMES OF HOLDING COUNTY 
COURTS IN THE COUNTY OF WINDSOR. 


It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. The county court for the county of Windsor shall 
be held as follows: at Woodstock in said county on the fourth 
Tuesday of March and first Tuesday of November in each year. 

Sec. 9. Such of the provisions of section two of chapter 
forty-three of the Revised Statutes, and of section one of “An 
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act in amendment of section two of chapter forty-three of the 
Revised Statutes," approved November 12, 1842, as are incon- 
sistent with this act, are repealed.

No.3.—AN ACT TO ANNEX A PART OF THE TOWN OF 
DUMMERSTON TO THE TOWN OF PUTNEY. 


Jt is hereby enacted by tke General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. So much of the northeast part of the town of 
Dummerston, in the county of Windham, as lies easterly of the 
west side of the road leading from Putney village to Pierce’s 
ferry, across Connecticut river, to Westmoreland, estimated at 
sixty acres, is annexed to and made part of the town of Putney 
in said county of Windham :—Provided, that this act shall have 
no force or effect until the said towns of Dummerston and Putney 
shall have given their assent to this act in a legal town meeting 
of said towns. 

Sec. 9. This act shall take effect from its passage. 

Approved, October 30, 1844. 


No. 4.— AN ACT RELATING TO THE CORPORATION OF THE 
CITY OF VERGENNES.

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows: 

Sec. 1. The city court of the city of Vergennes, are hereby 
directed and empowered to appoint an attorney for said city, at 
any stated term of said court, and may remove such attorney at 
any stated term of said court. 

Sec. 2. The city attorney shall perform all the duties, and be 
subject to all the liabilities, required by section nine of the by- 
laws of said city, passed the 26th day of August, A. D. 1801. 
And, before entering upon the duties of his office, said city 
attorney shall be sworn, and shall execute a bond, with sufficient 
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sureties, in such sum as the said court direct, for the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of his office. 

Sec. 3. The said city attorney is hereby authorized and 
empowered to file informations in said city court in the usual 
form of law, for all offences cognizable by said city court, and 
prosecute the same to final judgment and execution. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect from its passage.

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. When the children of any school district shall have be- 
come so numerousas, in the opinion of the prudential committee, to 
require more than one teacher, the clerk of such district shall, on 
application of such committee, call a meeting of such district, 
for the purpose of ascertaining the views of the district thereon. 

Бес. 2. If, at such meeting, a. majority of the legal voters shall 
vote to have two or more schools in the district at the same time, 
such district may vote to erect as many school houses in the dis- 
trict as Shall be found necessary, and shall, by vote or in such 
other manner as the legal voters present may determine, fix on 
the location of such school house or houses. 

Sgc. 3. Any such district so composed of several schools, may 
by a vote of a majority of such district, at any meeting legally 
warned for that purpose, direct the teacher of the higher or cen- 
tral school of the district, to teach any of the sciences or higher 
branches of a thorough education, which may not, by existing 
laws, have been authorized. 

Sec. 4. The prudential committee of such district, or a com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose, shall have power to examine 
as to the age and qualifications of the children, and designate the 
school they shall each attend. 
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- Sec. 5. Children not résiding in such district shall not be per- 
mitted to attend the higher school of such district, except with 
the consent of the prudential committee, who may prescribe the 
terms upon which they шау be admitted.

No. 6—AN ACT RELATING TO COMMON SCHOOLS. 


It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. At any meeting of any school district, legally warned, 
the legal voters in such district may instruct the prudential 
committee to omit, in makiog up the tax bill for the support of 
schools, the names of such persons as are not able to pay their 
proportion of such tax; two-thirds of the voters present assenting 
thereto. 

Src, 2. This act shall take effect from its passage.

No.7.-AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER EIGHTEEN OF 
THE REVISED STATUTES, ENTITLED “ОЕ COMMON SCHOOLS." 


Jt is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont : That the forty-third section of chapter eighteen of 
the Revised Statutes shall be construed to extend to and embrace 
unorganized towns and gores, and that said chapter be so amend- 
ed, in reference to the same, that-the treasurer of the state hold 
in trust so much of said surplus money as appertains to such un-. 
organized towns and gores, to be put to interest for such towns 
and gores agreeably to section forty-seven of said chapter, and 
pay so much of the interest thereof annually as may be appor- 
tioned to the population thereof, to such towns or gores as may be 
entitled to the same for having maintained a school or schools 
therein the previous year,—the inhabitants of said towns and 
gores being authorized to form themselves into districts for the 
support of schools ; and the payment of such interest to be made 
to the committee of such districts. |

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
` Vermont, as follows : 

Sc. 1. All acts, and parts of acts, requiring the enrolled 
militia to do military duty, are repealed, except in cases of insur- 
rection or invasion, and as provided in title seventeen of the act 


of 1842. 
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Sec. 2. The listers in the several towns, shall enroll every per- 
son, liable to enrollment, between the ages of eighteen and forty- 
five, in their respective towns, who are not members of uniform 
companies, in the same manner as captains of companies aré 
now required to enroll, and they shall correct such rolls annually 
in the month of April. And said listers shall make duplicate 
- returns of such enrollment to the town clerk of their respective 
towns, annually, in the month of May ; one of which returns the 
town clerk shall, annually, in the month of June, transmit to the 
adjutant and inspector general, under a penalty of five dollars, 
to be recovered by the officer to whom the return should be made, 
as provided in section two hundred and one of the act of 1842. 
And said listers shall make an account for their services in mak- ^ 
ing such enrollment and returns, and the selectmen of such town 
shall audit and allow said account and draw an order for the 
same on the treasurer of such town, who is directed to pay such 
order. . 

Sec. 3. There may be within the bounds of each regiment, as 
now established, six uniform companies, not to exceed one hun- 
dred men each, including officers, musicians and privates, 

Өкс. 4. Should all the uniform companies be called into actual 
service at any one time, and it shall become necessary to call out 
a greater number of men, the adjutant general, under the direc- 
tion of the commander-in-chief, shall issue orders to the select- 
men of the towns from which additional men shall be required, 
specifying the time and place of rendezvous, and directing such 
selectmen to draft such quota of men from the enrolled militia as 
shall be necessary ; and he shall, also, order some general or field 
officer, who may be conveniently located for ‘that purpose, to 
organize such quota of men, so drafted, by the election of the 
necessary officers, and such organization shall only continue till 
` the time of service of such men shall expire. And when so 
organized, the selectmen shall furnish such rations, &c., in the 
manner provided by law. 

Sec. 5. The limits and organization of regiments, brigades and - 
· divisions shall remain as they now аге; and all laws and regula- 
tions, establishing the limits and organization of companies of the 
enrolled militia, are abrogated and repealed. "The commissions 
of all company officers of the enrolled militia shall expire from 
the passage of this act, and such officers sball not be liable to 
military duty after they shall be discharged as now required by 
law. ; 

Sec. 6. All general, field and staff officers shall be considered 
as belonging to the uniform militia, and shall be exempted from 
taxation as members of uniform companies, on returning them-

But the enrolled militia’ shall not be exempted from taxation.

Sec. 3. Section seven shall be so amended that the words, 
domestic manufactures, mechanical improvements and produc- 
tions, shall be inserted after the word “tools,” on the seventh 
line from the top of the section, which will then read, on such 
live animals, articles of production and agricultural imple- 
ments and tools, domestic manufactures, mechanical improve- 
ments and productions, as are of the growth and manufacture of 
the county.

Sec. 1. Тһе Governor is hereby authorized and directed: to 
appoint a state geologist, who shall bave a competent knowledge . 
of scientific and practical geology and mineralogy, and shall be 
subject to the orders of the Governor for the time being, and 
removable at his pleasure. 

Sec. 2. The state geologist, with the approbation of the Gov- 
ernor, shall, from time to time, appoint all proper and necessary 
assistants, fix their compensations, direct them in their labors and 
remove them and appoint others whenever it shall be found neces- 
sary or expedient. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the state geologist, as soon as 
practicable, to commence and prosecute a thorough geological 
and mineralogical survey of the state, embracing therein a full 
and scientific examination and description of its rocks, soils, 
metals, and minerals; make careful and complete assays and 
analyses of the same, and annually, оп or before the first day of 
October, to report to the Governor the progress of the work, the 
most efficient and economical manner of conducting it, and an 
estimate of the expense for the ensuing year. 

Sec. 4. For the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions 
of this act, the sum of two thousand dollars, annually, for the 
term of three years, is hereby appropriated. 

Sec. 5. All claims, under the provisions of this act, shall be 
presented to the auditor of accounts, for allowance, who sball 
draw orders on the treasurer of the state for the amount he shall 
find due, equal to, but not exceeding in any year, the annual 
appropriation. ` :

Sec. 1. The treasurer of the state shall pay out of the 
treasury fifteen cents for each pound of cocoons hereafter pro- 
duced in this state, and fifteen cents for each pound of raw silk 
reeled from cocoons produced in this state, and fifteen cents for 
each pound of sewing silk manufactured in this state, and at 
that rate for any quantity, as a premium to the person raising 
such cocoons or manufacturing such silk. 

Sec. 2. АП applications for premiums on cocoons and raw 
silk reeled from cocoons, shall be made to the town clerk in the 
month of September in each year; and the town clerk shall 
keep a record of the same by number of certificate, quantity of 
cocoons raised, and amount to be paid, and on the first day of 
October shall forward to the treasurer a certified abstract of said 
certificates, and the treasurer shall not pay ‘said certificate be- 
fore receiving such abstract. 

Sec. 8. Section one of said chapter 110 is repealed.

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 
Sec. 1. A sum not exceeding three thousand dollars may be 
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drawn from the treasury of the state, in the month of August 
annually, by the trustees of the Vermont Asylum for the insane ; 
and they shall apply the same to the payment of the expenses of 
the insane poor, of the several towns in the state, at said 
Asylum. 

Sec. 2. Each town shall share in ihe appropriation made in 
section one, in proportion to the number of its insane poor in 
the Asylum, the expense of transporting them, at the rate of 
eight cents per mile on the nearest practicable route from their 
respective places of residence, to the Asylum, and the length of 
time they shall have been there, at the rate of one dollar and 
fifty cents per week during the year next preceding the first day 
of August annually. 

Src. З. The trustees shall annually, on or before the tenth 
day of September, report in detail their doings under the provi- 
sions of this act to the auditor of accounts, who shall incorporate 
the same into his annual report. 

Sec. 4. If, in any year, the expense of supporting the insane 
poor of the state, at said Asylum, at the rate per week above 
stated, including the expense of transportation as aforesaid, shall 
be less than three thousand dollars, the trustees shall not, for 
such year, be entitled toa greater sum than the aggregate amount 
of:such expense. 

Src. 5. The several towns and other corporations in the state, 
chargeable with the support of the poor, may, at their annual 
March meetings, make and alter such regulations as they may 
deem expedient for the purpose of securing the benefit of the 
provisions of this act; which regulations may embrace not only 
town paupers, but other persons destitute of property and en- 
tirely dependent upon relatives, not bound by law to support 
them. 

Sec. 6. ‘ Ар act for the relief of the insane poor," approved 
-November 3, 1841, and an act in addition thereto, approved 
November 1, 1849, are repealed.

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. Any person who shall deal in the selling of distilled 
spirituous liquors, wine, ale, or beer, in quantities of twenty gal- 
lons or more, at any one time, shall be deemed to be a wholesale 
dealer within the meaning of this act. 

Any person who shall deal in the selling of distilled spirituous 
iquors, wine, ale, or beer, in quantities of one pint or more, and 
less than twenty gallons, shall be deemed to be a retailer within 
the meaning of this act. 

Any person who shall deal in the selling of distilled spirituous 
liquors, wine, ale, or beer, in quantities less than one pint, shall 
be deemed to be a keeper of a tavern within the meaning of this 
act. 

Any person who shall keep a house of publie entertainment, 
and shall therein furnish victuals, lodging, room, or accommoda- 
tion for guests, shall be deemed to be an inn-keeper within the 
meaning of this act. 

Any person who shall keep a victualing house, shop, or cellar, 
and therein sell victuals, or fruits, shall be deemed to be a 
grocery-keeper within the meaning of this act.

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Src. 9, Every person asking and receiving a license as here- 
inafter provided, for the sale of any distilled spirituous liquors, 
wine, ale, or beer, shall, before the same becomes valid, pay 
therefor to the treasurer of the county for the use of the county 
as follows: 

1. For a license as a wholesale dealer a sum not less than 
twenty dollars for one year. 

2. Fora license as a retailer a sum not less than six dollars 
for one year, or three dollars for six months. 

3. For a license as a keeper of a tavern a sum not less than 
five dollars for one year, or two dollars and fifty cents for, six 
months. 

4. For a license as a grocery-keeper a sum not less than two 
dollars for one year, or one dollar for six months. 

And the said licenses, being severally signed by the presiding 
officer of the board of county commissioners, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and by the clerk of the county court, and recorded in the 
county clerk's office, shall authorize the party therein named to 
sell according to the terms of said license; and all licenses 
granted under the provisions of this act sball commence on the 
first day of March or September, and shall terminate on the last 
day of February; and no license shall be granted for a longer 
time than one year. ` 

Sec. 3. No person shall receive a license until he shall have 
paid the sum in which he shall have been assessed, and the sum 
of fifty cents in addition as fees for said license ; and no license 
shall be effectual until such payment. The clerk shall receive 
all moneys paid for licenses and fees, and shall, within thirty days 
after the granting of any license, pay over to the county treas- 
urer the sum received for such license, together with the sum of 
thirty-three cents out of the fees paid thereon, and all licenses 
granted under this act shall designate the house or store and the 
town in which the person receiving the same shall be authorized 
to pursue the business for which he is licensed ; and shall not be 
construed to authorize such business to be carried on by any per- 
son or at any place except such as shall be designated in the 
license. 

Sec. 4. "There shall be constituted a board, consisting of 
three persons, to be denominated county commissioners, to be 
appointed in the manner following : 

A meeting of the inhabitants of every town, who are voters in 
town or freemen's meeting, shall be holden at the usual place of 
holding town meetings on the first Thursday of January, at one 
o'clock in the afternoon; in each year,. which meeting shall be 
warned and governed in all respects as provided in chapter thîr-. 
teen of the Revised Statutes, entitled ** Of towns and villages." 
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Sec. 5. Atsuch meeting the constable, or, in his absence, 
one of the selectmen, shall preside, and receive the ballots of the 
freemen for such persons as they would elect as such county 
commissioners; and the votes shall, by the constable or select- 
men, assisted by such justices of the town as may be present, be 
publicly sorted, counted, and declared. The town clerk of each 
town shall be present at such meeting, and record the names of 
all the persons voted for at such meeting for the office of county 
commissioners, together with the number of votes given for each, 
and sball, within ten days from the said first Thursday in Jan- 
uary, transmit a copy of such record, duly certified, to the clerk 
of the county in which such town may be situated ; and the sev-, 
eral county clerks shall, on the third Thursday of January in 
. each year, publicly canvass and declare the votes so returned to 
them, and shall declare the three persons having the greatest 
number of such votes to be duly elected as county commissioners 
for such county, and shall, within ten days thereafter, forward to 
each of the persons so elected a certificate of his election.

The county commissioners shall receive the sum of 
ten cents per mile for all necessary travel in the discharge of the 
duties of their office, and together with the county clerk shalt 
receive the sum of one dollar each per day during the continu- 
ance of their session.

Polk, 
has “at all times been opposed to the protective policy ; toa 
tariff for protection ; to the tariff act of 1842,” who gave his sup- 
port to reductions of the tariff © with a view to the final abandon- 
ment of the system as odious and unjust," and who declares that 
* the interests of the producing and exporting states require the 
repeal of the act of 1842, and the restoration of the compromise 
act of 1833." 

9. Resolved, 'l'hat, in the opinion of this legislature, the tariff 
law of August 30, 1842, has proved highly beneficial to the citi- 
zens of Vermont. ° 

3. Resolved, That the distribution of the proceeds of the 
public lands is due, as a matter of justice, to the states, and ne- 
cessary to give permanency to the protective system.

No. 55. — RESOLUTIONS AGAINST THE ‘ANNEXATION OF TEXAS. 


Whereas, The constitution of the United States confers upon 
the general government no authority whatever to annex to this 
confederacy any foreign and independent state; and 
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Whereas, ‘The exercise of such authority, even were it clearly 
conferred by the constitution, would directly tend to weaken the 
bonds of our union, by multiplying the various and conflicting in- 
terests of its members, and diminishing its power to foster and 
protect them ; and 

Whereas, Considerations of justice and humanity, of consis- 
tency and self-respect, most sacredly impel the American people, 
whose boast it is to have erected an empire whose strong arm of 
defence is found in an enlightened love of liberty, and hatred of

Resolved, That, in the name ef our constituents, and for our- 
selves, we hereby solemnly protest against, and declare the hos- 
tility of the state of. Vermont to, such annexation, and request our 
senators and representatives in.congress to use their exertions to 
prevent its being consummated. 

Resolved, That the governor of this state be кейе to 
transmit a copy of the foregoing resolutions to the governors of 
Massachusetts, Mississippi and South Carolina, and of each of 
the other states of this Union, and to the president of the United 
States, and each of our senators and representatives in congress. 

Resolved, That we regard the institution of slavery as a mon- 
strous anomaly in a free government, and as the source of intol- 
erable evils; crippling the energies of the slave states, tending to 
retard and deaden the enterprise of the free states, апа injuri- 
ously affecting the foreign and domestic policy of the general 
government; and that we, therefore, protest against its extension 
over another foot of territory, and insist upon its restriction to 
the narrowest limits consistent" with the spirit of the original com- 
pact between these states. 

Resolved, That the annexation of Texas to the United States, 
without the consent of all the individual states, would be a

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : oe 

Sec. 1. The Black River Canal and Manufacturing Company, 
established at Cavendish, in the county of Windsor, shall here- 
after be known and called by the name of the Fullerton Wool- 
len Company, and by that name, may have, hold and enjoy, all 
the property, rights and privileges of the said Black River Canal 
and Manufacturing Company, and shall be subject to all the lia- 
bilities of said Company. | 

Sec. 9. This act shall take effect from its passage.

No. 2.—AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT ENTITLED “АМ ACT 
TO INCORPORATE THE NEW YORK AND CHAMPLAIN STEAM- 
BOAT COMPANY."

Vermont, as follows : 

The time mentioned in section ten of an act incorporating the 
New York and Champlain Steamboat Company, approved Octo- 
ber 97, 1843, requiring that twenty per centum of the capital 
stock of said corporation, shall actually be paid in, on, or before 
the first day of October, next after the passage of said act, is ex- 
tended to the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-seven.

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No. 3.—AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT INCORPORATING “ THE 
CHAMPLAIN AND CONNECTICUT RIVER RAIL-ROAD COM- 
PANY," APPROVED, NOVEMBER 1, 1843. 


It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. Samuel Barker, William Nash, Ambrose L. Brown, 
William Henry, and Henry N. Fullerton, shall be commissioners 
with the persons named in section four of said act, to receive sub- 
seriptions to the capital stock of said company ; and when two 
thousand shares shall be subscribed the commissioners may give 
notice to the stockholders to meet for the election of directors, 
according to the provisions of said section four. 

Sec. 9. Said company may enter upon any lands in the 
vicinity of said rail-road, for the purpose of procuring earth, 
sand, gravel or stone for the construction or repairs of said rail 
road, subject always to the same provisions and liabilities con- 
tained in sections seven and eight of said act, for ascertaining 
the damages which the owner of lands so entered upon, shall 
ehave sustained, or may be likely to sustain by reason of such 
entry. 

Sec. 4. Said company may unite with any other company 
or companies, in this state, or in the states of New Hampshire 
and Massachusetts, which are or may be empowered to construct 
a rail-road from the city of Boston, by the way of Fitchburgh 
in the state of Massachusetts, to the eastern termination of said 
road, upon such terms and under such restrictions as said compa- 
nies may mutually prescribe; or said company may enter into 
such contract with such other companies for regulating the run- 
ning of said rail-roads, and the rates of compensation to be 
made to each of said companies, as they may deem expedient, 
not inconsistent with the laws of this state. And said compa- 
ny may ünite, or contract, with any other company chartered by 
this state, or any other state, whose rail-road shall enter upon, or 
be in any way connected with, said Champlain and Connecticut 
River Rail-Road, as aforesaid. 

Sec. 5. All the expenses which have been or shall be incur- 
red in exploring and surveying said rail-road route, shall be 
paid by said company to such persons as shall be entitled to the 
same ; or the commissioners may consider and treat such expen- 
ses, as part payment towards the stock of said company, accor- 
ding to the election of the persons to whom such expenses may 
be due, or by whom they may have been incurred. 

Sec. 6. "The following proviso shall be added to section fif- 
teen of said act, to wit: Provided that no other corporation 
shall enter upon said Champlain'and Connecticut River Rail- 
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Road with any motive power, unless said Champlain and Con- 
necticut River Rail-Road Company shall refuse to draw over 
their road, or some part thereof, the cars of such other rail-road 
company which may be authorized to enter with their rail-road 
upon the said. Champlain and Connecticut River Rail-Road. 

Sec. 7. If said rail-road shall not be wholly completed, in 
the time limited by the act to which this is in addition, yet said 
act shall remain in full force for such part or parts of said rail- 
Road as shall be completed within said time.

Sec. 3. Said corporation may make their own by-laws and 
rules for the regulation of said school, not repugnant to the con- 
stitution or laws of this state ; may take, and hold, by gift, grant, 
purchase or devise, real and ‘personal estate, which shall be ne- 
cessary to promote the object of the association, and which shall 
be exclusively devoted to that object. 

. Sec. 4. The property, books, philosophical apparatus and 
instruments, which may belong to said corporation, shall not be 
divided among the members thereof; but shall be permanently 
vested, and located, in said Academical Institution at Bakersfield. 

Sec. 5. The first meeting of said corporation shall be holden 
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at the brick building at the ** Town’s Common," now used by 
said institution, on the first Monday in January, in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-five, at one o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, at “which meeting, and at all subsequent meetings duly 
notified, seven members of said corporation shall be a quorum 
for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 6. Said corporation may increase the number of trus- 
tees, to any number not exceeding twenty-four, and may fill any 
vacancy which may happen in said board, by death, or otherwise, 
at any meeting warned and holden for that purpose agreeably to 
the rules and regulations of said corporation; and they may ap- 
point, support, and remove, from time to time, all such teachers 
and officers, as they may deem necessary for the instruction, 
management, and welfare of said institution.

BANK. 


Jt is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. The subscribers to the capital stock of the bank, 
established by this act, their successors, and assigns, are constitu- 
ted a corporation, by the name of the Windsor County Bank, 
to continue and have succession, until the first day of January, 
one thousand eight hundred -and sixty-four; by that name may 
sue and be sued, may have aseal, may purchase, hold, and 
convey real and personal estate for their own use, and shall have 
all the powers incident to corporations ; and said bank shall be 
established at Woodstock, in the county of Windsor. 

Sec. 9. The capital stock of said bank shall be sixty thous- 


and dollars, ta һе divided into two o thousand shares of thirty dol- 
fars each. 
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Sec. 3. The books for receiving subscriptions to the capital 
stock of said bank, shall be opened at said Woodstock, within 
one year from the passing of this act, under the direction of 
Norman Williams, Chester Baxter, John Porter, Andrew Tracy, 
and О. Р. Chandler, or a majority of them, who are appointed. 
commissioners for that purpose, and who shall be sworn to the 
faithful discharge of their duty; said books shall continue open 
from ten to four o’clock each day, Sundays excepted, for ten 
` days, and thereafter, until the whole number of shares shall be 
subscribed ; the subscribers shall, at the time of subscribing, de- 
posit with the“ commissioners, in gold or silver coin, five dollars, 
on each share by them subscribed ; if, at the end of said ten 
days, the number of shares subscribed shall exceed two thous- 
and, the excess shall be deducted from the highest subscriptions, 
so as not to deprive any person who has subscribed for a small 
number of shares, while any other person holds a larger number 
of shares, and so continue to reduce from the highest subscrip- 
tions, reserving: entire shares, until the number of shares shall 
not exceed two thousand. The commissioners shall deliver to 
the directors of said bank, within ten days after they enter upon 
the duties of their office, a list of the names of all the subscri- 
bers entitled to shares іп said bank, and the number: of shares 
to which each is entitled, and the sum deposited by each with 
them, under the hands of a majority of them; and also all 
moneys received by them as deposits on such shares; which list 
the directors shall cause to be recorded in the records of said bank, 
and thereupon issue certificates to the subscribers for their shares. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of said commissioners, at the 
expiration of said ten days, or as soon thereafter as they shall 
think proper, to call a meeting of the stockholders of said bank, 
at such time and place as they shallthink proper, by publishing 
a notice thereof, signed by them or a majority of them, in two 
of the newspapers printed їп Windsor county, two weeks suc- 
cessively, previous to said meeting, for the purpose of electing 
five directors of said bank, provided that no operations shall be 
commenced at said bank, until the said number of two thousand 
. Shares shall be subscribed, and the sum of fifty thousand dollars 
of said capital stock, shall be paid into said bank in gold or silver. 

Sec. 5. The whole concerns of said bank shall be managed 
by five directors, a major part of whom shall be a quorum for the 
transaction of business, who shall be stockholders of said bank, 
and inhabitants of this state, and shall hold their offices until the- 
second Tuesday of January next following their appointment, 
and until their successors shall be appointed and. qualified ; and 
shall be elected on the second Tuesday. of January annually, after 
the first eléction as aforesaid, at such time of the day, and at such 
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place in said Woodstock, as a majority of the directors shall .ap- 
point, publie notice whereof shall be given notless than thirty 
days previous to said electión ; and all such elections shall be 
made by ballot by the stockholders of said bank, who shall be 
present personally or by proxy, and the five persons who shall 
have the greatest number of votes at any such election shall be 
directors ; and if it shall so happen that any two or more ner- 
sons shall have an equal number of votes, in such manner that a 
greater number than five, shall, by plurality of votes, appear to be 
elected, the stockholders shall proceed to ballot a second time, 
and by plurality of votes determine which of said persons, so 
having an equal number of votes, shall be director or directors, 
and in like manner proceed until five directors are elected. And 
in case any vacancy in the board of .directors shall at any time 
happen, by death, resignation, or removal, the same shall be 
filled from among the stockholders of said bank, by a vote of 
the majority of the remaining directors. 

Sec. 6. If it should happen that an election of directors 
should not be made, on the day in this act prescribed, said cor- 
poration shall not for that cause be dissolved; but it shall be law- 
ful on any other day, to make an election of directors, in such 
manner as shall be prescribed in the by-laws of said cor- 
poration. 

Sec. 7. The shares in said bank shall be transferred only in 
such manner and under the regulations prescribed in the by-laws 
of said corporation; Provided that no transfer shall be valid 
until recorded by the cashier, or in his absence by one of the 
directors of said bank, in a book tobe kept for that purpose, nor un- 
less the person making the same shall have previously discharged 
all the debts due from him to said bank. 

Sec. 8. If there shall be more than two thousand shares 
subscribed to said bank, the commissioners shall, in deducting 
the excess, give preference to the inhabitants of this state, so 
that they may hold the whole of said stock ;.and if it sball ap- 
pear that any subscriber has subscribed for stock jn the пате of 
any other person or persons, or shall have procured subscriptions 
to be made in the name of any other person or persons for his 
or their benefit, said commissioners shall deduct the whole of 
said shares so subscribed. 

Sc. 9. The said corporation shall take no benefit by this act, 
and the same shall be void, unless said bank shall commence 
business, agreeably to the provisions of the same, on or béfore the 
first day of May, eighteen hundred and forty-seven, and: not till 
after the first day of January, eighteen hundred and forty-seven. :
